BURDEN OF REPORT 


Colonel Livingston Scores Ma- 
jority Members for Huge 
Expenditure Made 


MANY MILLIONS PAID OUT 
WITHOUT AIDING PEOPLE 


Rivers and Harboss and Other Pub- 
lic Improvements Have Been 
Neglected, While Enormous 
Sums Have Been Given 
Army and Navy. 


Washington, April 28.—The republican 
and democratic 
made thus far by 
gress were presented to the house today 
by Chairman Hemenway, of the appro- 
priations committee, and Representative 
Livingston, of Georgia, the ranking dem- 
ocratic member of ‘that committee. 
“Good government housekeeping,” is the 
caption chosen by Mr. Hemenway to rep- 
resent his views. 

“A congress that has done nothing but 
spend money,’ is the heading of Mr. Liv- 
ingston’s summary. 

Mr. Livingston, in his sttaement, com- 
pares the expenditures of democratic con- 
gresses with republican congresses, and 
adds: 

“The appropriations for each of the fis- 
cal years 1895 and 1896, as made by a 
democratic congress, do not materially 
vary, a8 will be seen, one from the oth- 
er, and average only $494,619,6U2 {for 
each year. 

‘The table also shows that appropria- 
tions for federal expenditures made un- 
der a republican admmistration by a re- 
publican congress for the next fiscal year 
have reached the startling sum of $781,- 
574,629, or an increase of $286,955,027 
over the @verage of the last two years 
unde, democratic control, and within a 
period of less than ten years. 

“I do not question the honesty of the 
vast appropriation, neither in their ag- 
gregate amount or in their details; but I 
challenge the wisdom of the policy of 
the dominant party that has made these 
enormous expenditures necessary 
through the Increase of the military and 
naval establishments, the maintenance of 
which is at the expense of needed inter- 
nal improvements, such as river and har- 
bor works and public buildings. During 
the session which is just about to close 
the representatives of the people have 
been denied consideration of the demands 
of their constituents all along this line, 
and yet the appropriations for the army 
show an increase over what it cost in 
1896 of $54,000,000 and the navy. the 
Still greater increase of $69,000,000. 

“Whatever may have been the sins of 
commission of this congress, they are as 
nothing compared to its sins of omission, 
denying consideration to all legislation 
looking to the welfare of great masses of 
the people. 

Hemenway Makes Report. 

After reviewing the expenditures for 
the fiscal year Mr. Hemenway concludes: 

“The expenditures of our government 
in their aggregate exhibited by the ap- 
propriations of congress are large and. by 
unthinking persons, especialiy by mis- 
guided newspapers, are denounced as ex- 
travagant, and yet, according to the very 
best authority, our national government 
is the most economically administered 
of any in the civilized world. A table 
to substantiate this statement is given, 
showing the per capita expenditures of 
the leading nations.

PRESIDENT AT CAPITOL, 
SIGNS MANY MEASURES 
Washington, April 28.—President Roose- 
velt arrived at the capitol today at 11:25 
to attend to his official duties in- 
cident to the adjournment of congress. 
Nearly all the members of his cabinet 
had preceded him and were waiting in 
the president’s room. He was accom- 
panied by the execufive force of the 
white house. A number of bills passed 
last night and today received his sig- 
nature. 
At 12:25 the president affixed his sig- 


nature to the last of the general supply 
measures—the postoffice appropriation 
bill. Prior to that time he had signed 
the sundry: civil, the general deficiency 
and the military. academy bills, in ad- 
dition to scores of measures of minor 
importance. 

The president was in almost constant 
consultation with senators and represent- 
atives concerning measures presented to 
him for signature. Bille relating to the 
various departments were referred to 
members of the cabinet who were pres- 
ent and, as usual, they passed upon them 
before they were signed by the president. 

At 12:45 p. m. the joint committee of 
the two branches of congreas, consisting 
of Senators Hale and Cockrell and } fe 
sentatives Payne, Hemenway and \vii- 
liams, appointed to notify the president 
that the congress was ready to adjourn, 
the president.

Vladivostok Squadron Toasted 
in St Petersburg, 


Best Yeszen Can Do Is To Attempt 
To Frighten Japanese in Their 
Operations on Gulf of Ko- 
rea — Will Protect 
Fleet. 


St. Petersburg, April 28.—2:05 a. m™.— 
The operations of the Vladivostok squad- 
ron have revived the spirits of the people 
of St. Petersburg, who hava been 
downcast since the destruction of 
the Petropaviovsk and the conse- 
quent confinement of the remnant 


of the Port, Arthur fleet to the harbor. 


The fact that the navy is doing some- 


thing of an offensive character appeals to 


the popular mind, which has been unable 
to appreciate the reason for the inac- 
tivity of the fine ships of the Vladivostok 


squadron. 

It is generally recognized that Rear Ad- 
miral Yeszen cannot do more-than fright- 
en the Japanese and compel them to ex- 
ercise greater care in the military move- 
ments, a@ the sinking of a few tramsports 
or even cruisers can have no permanent 
effect on the result of the war. More- 
over@ he is bound by his instructions not 
to hx his ships unduly, the intention be- 
ing to keep them safe for an attack with 
the Baltic fleet when it arrives. 

The possibility of a Japanese attempt 
to mine the entrance to Viadivostok, as 
was done at Port Arthur, is considered, 
but the conditions are different, and be- 
sides Rear Admiral Yeszen, with the 
lesson of the Petropavlovsk disaster 
fresh in his mind, will observe the ut- 
most caution. 

CZAR NICHOLAS INDIGNANT 

AT SINKING OF JAPANESE 

St. Petersburg is loaded with rumors re- 
garding the sinking of the Japanese mili- 
tary transport, the Kinsltu Maru. One 
report has it that 3,600 men W®re aboard 
the transport when she went down, but 

e admiralty insists that there were only 
200. 

It is said that the emperor is highly fn- 
dignant over the affair and that he will 
relieve Yeszen and order him io be court- 
martialed. This report lacks confirmation 
in responsible naval circles, where it is 
reiterated that no other course could be 
pursued and that the admiral only fired 
when the Japanese categorically refused 
to surrender and adopted a hostile at- 
titude. 

The officials say that there is no simi- 
larity between the sinking of she Kinshiu 
Maru and the destruction of the Kow- 
shing which was sunk by the sapanese 
before the decleration of war, whereas 
Russia {ts at war with Japan. That Ad- 
miral Yeszen gave the men ‘every oppor- 
‘tunity to leave the ship is proved by the 
fact that all the officers, some of the 
soldiers, the erew and the ecoolies were 
transferred on board a Russian cruiser.

IN LAST HOURS 


Senate's Closing Session Really 
Without Feature

Mrs. Roosevelt and other 
members of the president’s family occu- 
pied seats in the gallery toward the close 
of the session, and they, too, found en- 
tertainment in the proceedings. 

The only important acts of legislation 
during the day were the presentation and 
acceptance of conference reports on the 
Panama canal government and emergency 
river and harbor bills. Neither report 
aroused debate. 

Mr. Allison, chairman of the committee 
on appropriations, submitted a series of 
tables prepared by the clerks of the ap- 
prcpriations committee showing an _ in- 
erease of $28,000,000 over the appropria- 
tions of last session. 

Mr. Allison said the appropriations 
were in the main for the conduct of the 
government, and he expressed the opinion 
that they would not be criticised. 

Culberson Attacks Expenditures. 

Mr. Culberson presented a review of 
appropriations for the past twelve years. 
He said the total expenditures under the 
Reosevelt administration had been $2,- 
640,000,000, or $211,000,000 greater than 
the four years of the McKinley adminis- 
trution, and $883,000,000 greater than in 
the four vears of the Cleveland admin- 
istration. He said that for 1905 the total 
appropriation on account of the militia, 
including pensions, would be $387,600,000, 
and said that, excluding the expenses of 
the Boer war, the military expenditures 
of the United States for 1903 were $32,- 
000,000 more than those of Great Britain 
for that year; $131,000,000 greater than 
those of Germany and $139,000,000 in ex- 
eess of those of France. 

Mr. Gorman placed the total appropria- 


tions of this session at $781,000,000 and 


the obligations incurred at over $24,000,- 
000 or more than $800,000,000 all told 
not including the appropriation for the 
Panama canal. He said the figures were 
amazing and predicted that it would be 
impossible to continue expenditures at 
this rate without increasing taxes. He 
attributed the rapid increase to the am- 
bition of the president to make of the 
United States ‘‘a great world power,’’ 
and said that we had reaped no harvest 
except the loss of life and demoralization 
in every branch of the governmental 
service. 

Mr. Gorman referred to the increases 
for the support of the army and said 
that if the fMesent tendency should be 
pursued, the army would become an in- 
strument of tyranny. He charged that 
it was now being organized on the plans 
of the German army. He also charged 
that the chief reason for the building 
up of the army and navy was to attract 
the attention of the crowned heads of 
Europe. 

Mr. Allison characterized Mr.

Mr. Gorman said thut the revenue ques- 
tion had been evaded because it would 
disturb the political atmosphere. 

“Why not admit?” he asked, and added 
that he did not blame the republicans 
for this policy because the democrats 
had tried !t to their sorrow. 

Je admit,’’ responded Mr. Aldrich, 
‘‘not that we fear any disturbance to ths 
political atmosphere, but to the business 
atmosphere, which would be cruel and 
wanton.” 

Gorman Predicts Democratic House. 

Mr. Gorman predicted the election of a 
democratic house in November, but ad- 
mitted that the republicans would con- 
trol the senate for four\years more. 

“Can the senator foretell what the 
democratic party would do if in power?’ 
Mr. Aldrich asked. 

“It would do as it had done from the 
foundation of the government,” responded 
Mr. Gorman. 

“Would it do,” 
it did in 1894?’ 

Mr. Gorman replied that but for the 
supreme court's decision on the income 
tax the tariff legislation of !894 would 
have preved adequate to meet the de- 
mands of the country and he predicted 
that that decision would yet rise to plague 
the country. He added that even under 
the oircumstances the legislation had 
started the wheels of industry. 

Republicans senators generally laughed 
at this statement and Mr. Aldrich replied 
that but for Mr. Gorman’'s good sense the 
democratic policy would have been car- 
ried to such an extent as to absolutely 
stop the wheels of industry throughout 
the country. 

Discussing the question of the presi- 
dent's usurping the powers of congress, 
which had been ra‘sed by Mr. Gorman, 
Mr. Aldrich said: 

“T have never known a president of 
the United States, not excepting Mr. 
Cleveland, who has interfered less with 
the legislative business of the congress, 
or with the action of the house or the 
senate than the present incumbent of that 
office. 

After the adoption of a resolution of 
thanks to Mr. Frye, the presiding officer, 
the senate adjourned.

HOUSE CLOSES 
SESSIONS WORK 


Notable Tribute Paid to Speaker 
Cannon 


Resolution Introduced by Minority 
Leader, John Sharp Williams, 
Called Forth Tremendous 
Applause—Speaker Can- 
non Replied Kindly. 


Washington, April 28.—The closing to- 
day of the second session of the house of 
the fifty-eighth congress was made not- 
able by the demonstration which was 
evoked by a resolution offered by Mr. 
Williams, the minority leader, testifying 
to the courtesy and fair and impartial 
manner in which Speaker Cannon had 
presided over the house. 

The resolution was not of the perfunc- 
tory kind, but wae expressive of the 
kindly feeling which men in the house of 
all parties entertained toward him. In 
a graceful speech the speaker declared 
his appreciation of the resolution. 

Many conference reports were agreed 
to on bills which had been In dispute be- 
tween the two houses, including that on 
the bill for the government of the canal 


zone. 

Under the terms af the agreement 
reached by the conferees on the Panama 
canal legislation, the house scored a vic- 
tory. While the bill as it stands contains 
the same provisions, the house bil, which 
was championed by Judge Adamson a8 a 
member of the committee on interstate 
and foreign commerce, both when the 
same bill was before that committee and 
upon the floor of the house, was fncorpo- 
rated into the measure {n a way to make 
it really the only portion that {is oper- 
ative. 

The only debate of any importance 
was on the bill providing for the restora- 
tion to the naval academy of three ca- 
dets who had been dismissed for hazing, 
the house voting overwhelmingly 
against it. 

When the resolution for adjournment 
was presented, Mr. Williams, of Miss's- 
sippi, the minority leader, remarked that 
while the democrats personally would feel 
very glad to get back to their homes, 
they would regret for a long time ‘‘the 
non-action of the majority of the house 
that seems anxious to leave the post of 
duty and leave a situation bristling with 
legislation that ought to be considered."’ 

Mr. Payne said that he felt assured 
“That after seven years of uninter- 
rupted republican rule the country will 
say that every important interest has 
oeen carefully guarded by the republican 
party by the iegisiation of those seven 
years.”’ 

The time was qithin five minutes of 
the hour set for adjournment when Mr. 
Williams, amid impressive silence, was 
recognized to present a resolution on the 
appreciation of the house of the fair and 
impartial manner m which the speaker 
had presided over that body. The res- 
olution refers to the sturdy common sense 
and genial good humor which have been 
displayed by the speaker “and which 
have induced the members of the house 
itself, in a degree almost unprecedented, 
in imitation of him, to display the same 
sterling American characteristias in their 
deliberations and mutual dealings.”’ 

Speaker’s Head Not Turned. 

Mr. Williams said that It was a great 
thing to be a speaker of the house of 
commons of the American republic, but 
that it was a greater thing ‘“‘not to per- 
mit the fact of promotion to that place, 


oné of the most exalted in the world, ta. 


turn one’s head in the slightest degree or 
to deflect one from the course hitherto 
displayed of being an American citizen, of 
extraordinary common semse and a re- 
markable fund of that most character- 
istic of all American qualities—genera] 
humor.”’ 

This utterance provoked vociferous ap- 
plause from both sides of the galleries. 
Mr. Williams then convulsed the house by 
referring #0 a conversation he once had 
with the speaker in the course of which 
he said: 

“Mr. Speaker, I will always think that 
vou are as fair as I believe you will be.’’ 
The speaker, he said, replied: 

“John. I am going to be as fair as I 
can consistently with the exigencies of 
American. politics.”’ 

Mr. Williams declared that the speaker 
did himself injustice when he put that 
limitation upon his statement. “‘But, Mr. 
Williams said, “it was characteristic of 
the frankness and candor of the man to 
put in the limitation.” 

The resolution was unanimously adopted 
on a rising vote and the speaker was 
escorted to the rostrum amid frantie ap- 
plause. He was visibly affected when he 
thanked the house for the resolution, say- 
ing it touched him more than he could 
express. He said among other things: 

“In the nature of things, the contests 
on the hustings and in the hal! of the 
house are spirited and earnest. [I would 
be less than human did I not say that 
while for the time being I cooperate with 
the majority after all the minority has 
a function to perform almost equal in 
importance to the function of the ma- 
jority and it is a matter of gratification 
not only to me now, but as I recollect it 
at the close of the various congresses of 
which I have been a member, that when 
the heat of contest has died away, there 
ever remains respect upon each side for 
the other, for the effects of intelligent, 
patriotic brave men who represent their 
eonstituents according to their respective 
judgments.”’ 

The speaker at 2:10 o'clock adjourned 
the house and was given one of the great- 
est demonstrations of regard ever wit- 
nessed in the house of representatives. 

As to a man the members rose ané 
sang ‘“‘America,’’ ghe occupants of the 
galleries joining ig Speaker Cannon took 
a position near the lobby door on the

past and bade him ‘goodby,"’ all the

GROSS CRIMES 
LAID TO CONSULS 


Representatives of Christian 
Nations Worse Than Na- 
tives in Liberia. 


Washington, April 28.—Charges of gross 
immorality on the part of consular offi- 
cers located in Liberia were made by Miss 
A. A. Klein, one of the speakers at to- 
day’s session of the Florence Crittenton 
mission, in a talk of ‘‘Preventive Rescue 
Work for Girls in Africa.” 

Miss Klein has been in Liberia as a 
misstonary of the Lutheran church, sta- 
tioned at Muhlenberg, 35 miles from the 
capital, but almost iffinitely removed, she 
explained, from the civilization of that 
city. She said foreign consuls, whan on 
their way to the interior on business fre- 
quently stopped at her mission station, 
where, she said, they would speak lightly 
of their licentious excesses. 

Native women, she said, were regarded 
by these consuls as_ _legitimate prey, 
criminal assault was common and in 
many instances unconcealed. Miss Klein 
declared the natives, at least in the vi- 
cinity where she was stationed, upheld a 
high standard cf morals. Adultery is pun- 
ished by stoning to death and the natives 
live closely according to the Mosaic law. 
The acts she described, she said, had 
greatly impeded the work of the mission- 
aries. Miss Klein specifically exempted 
the Rev. Ernest Lyon, the United States 
consul at Monravia, the capital, from 
charges made against the other consul 
officials and paid a high tribute to him. 

Mrs. Ellen Spencer Mussey, of Washing- 
ton, D. C., discussed ‘‘State Laws Per- 
taining to Adultery and_  Illegitimacy.” 
One great defect in the lawe of many 
states, she said, is that an illegitimate 
child cannot inherit from its father, even 
if the father has acknowledged his pa- 
ternity. She strongly commended the 
establishment of juvenile courts. Mrs. 
Kate W. Barrett said that in New Jer- 
Bey and Pennsylvania young girls are 
carefully protected by the laws govern- 
ing criminal seduction, and in their ad- 
ministration, but in the south, she said, 
it is almost impossible to secure convic- 
tion under the law. 

Tonight H. H. Hart, of Chago, talked 
of the duty of the community to illegiti- 
mate children and Dr. P. G. Kellogg and 
Dr. and Mrs. Paulson, of Battle Creek, 
Mich., discussed the relation of health 
to moral regeneration.

BELIEVED PAST 


Worst Now Over in Missis- 
sippi Valley Above St. 
Louis, 


St. Louls, April 28.—The loca] forecas- 
ter of the United States weather bureau 
announced today ‘that, from present in- 
dications, the rise of the Missouri river 
at St. Louls would not exceed a stage of 
84 feet. The river has reached 33.4 and ig 
rising slowly. 

The conditions on the Illinois side above 
East St, Louis are considered favorable, 
the break in the levee above Venice hav- 
ing spread the water over a large area 
and removed the danger of the flood forc- 
ing ‘the embankments protecting valuable 
property in that vicinity. The area inun- 
dated consists of farm lands, the inhabi- 
tants having left their homes when the 
danger of a flood was first reported. 

Below East St. Louis there is a break 
in the Conlogue road embankment and the 
little town of Rush City is entirely inun- 
dated. The residents were forced to desert 
their homes, the water in places having 
reached a depth of 6 fee". 

The Mobile and Ohio railroad embank- 
ment south of the Conlogue road has been 
pronounced unsafe and trains over that 
eystem are entering East St. Louls over 
the tracks of other roads.

DEATH OF FLORA, 
PET LEOPARD 


One of the Oldest Animals 
in Zoo Died of Hem- 


orrhage. 


“Flora,” the pet leopard in the Gress 
zoo at Grant park, died Wednesday efter- 
noon after three days’ illness. Her death 
Was caused from hemorrhage of the 
lungs, superinduced by old age. 

“Flora’’ was one of the original animals 
in the zoo, being among the first collec- 
tion which was bought by George V. 
Gress and donated to the city. About ten 
years ago a circus was stranded in the 
city and the menagerie was sold by a 
decree of court. Mr. Gress-attended -the 
sale, which was held in a lot on Marietta 
Sireet, and he purchased all of the ani- 
mals and with them started the Gress 
zoo, which has been such a great source 
of pleasure and delight to the children 
who visit the park. Among the animals 
were two leopards. One of them died 
several years ago and fiis skin was stuffed 
and is now at the park on the top of a 
cage. 

“Fiora,’’ the other leopard, lived untfl 
last Wednesday. Four days ago she be- 
came ill and nothing that was done for 
her gave any relief. 

Dr. Armstrong, the president of the park 
board, held a post-mortem on the body of 
‘Flora’ and he pronounced the cause of 
her death a hemorrhage of the lungs. 

There is a fine leopard still at the park 
named “‘Dewey,”’ and he is the son of 
‘*Flora.”’ 

“Flora’’ was regarded as one of the 
gentlest of the wild animals in the zoo. 
She was playful as a kitten and little 
children could pat her on the head and 
feed her from their hands without any 
danger. ‘Flora’ was worth about $500.

They will then he inspected again by Coi-

of state troops, and if they fail to 
make the required showing, it Is likely 
that they will be ordered disbanded, un- 
less some good reason shewn why 
they should be given more time. 

The four cOmpanies which have been 
disbanded and required to return their 
arms and equipment to the state are 
Company BD, Third infantry, Greenes- 
boro; Company B, Third i!nfantry, Irish 
Volunteers, Augusta: Company C, first 
battalion, colored, Savannah, anqg_ the 
Georgia artillery, colored, Savannah.

SETTLEMENT OF FAIR ESTATE. 


Heirs of Mrs. Charles Fair Will Get 
$775,000. 

New York, Apri] 28.—It has just been 
learned that the terms of final settlement 
between the Fair estate and the ‘heirs of 
Mrs, Charles L. Fair will entail a total 
payment to the Nelsons, of New Jersey, 
representing ‘Mrs. Fair's family, of nearly 
$775,000, exclusive of personal property, 
estimated to be worth $50,000 or $60,000. 

It is understood that the Nelsons have 
accepted $250,000 in cash and a compro- 
mise for their claims, and that the battle 
for the Fair millions is ended. Besides 
this sum, they will eventually receive ap- 
proximately $100,000 additional. As they 
received $25,000 in September, 1902, 
their total inheritance amounts to nearly 
$775,000. 

This final settlement is in atcordance 
with an ironbound agreement which the 
Nelsons have signed not to offer any fur- 
ther obstacle to a complete and final set- 
tlement. 

According to the same authority the 
James G. Fair millions will-be distributed 
together with the Charles Fair estate in 
San Francisco within two weeks. Mrs. 
Oelrichs will leave for San Francisco thig 
week to join her sister, Mrs. W, K. Van- 
dérbilt, Jr. 

By the terms of the settlement, it is 
said, Mrs. Vanderbilt and Mrs. Oelrichs 
will receive about $2,000,000 each from 
the estate of their brother. They will at 
the same time receive some $8,000,000 
from the James C. Fair estate, which 
would have gone to their brother Charles, 
who was killed with his wife while auto- 
mobiling in France.

The Bepublican Dilemma. |. 

The republican party in congress, 
with its heavy and brutal majority, is 
not cutting a very pretty figure in these 
Closing days of the session. Indeed, ‘it 
is not going too far to say that never 
in the history of congress have the 
representatives of any party pefmit- 
ted its opponents to place it in such a 
series of ridiculous dilemmas on the 
eve of a national campaign. Take the 
case of Dalzell, of Pennsylvania, who 
is supposed to be one of the command- 
ing figures on the republican side of 
the house of representatives, and 
where will you find a more wretch- 
ed, a more pitiable display of 
all the qualities calculated to 
make a public man contemptible 
than that which occurred when he 
made his recent attack on Bourke 
Cockran, of New York? The Pennsyi- 
vania congressman was literally torn to 
tatters by the fiery and withering reply 
made by the gifted New Yorker, but, as 
matters stood, no reply whatever was 
necessary. That it was made in so ef- 
fectual a manner is, of course, cause 
for rejoicing, but reflect for a moment 
on the attitude of a professional re- 
publican politician who charges an op- 
ponent that he has been guilty of re- 
ceiving money with which to pay his 
campaign expenses! Think of the hy- 
pocrisy, the crawling and creeping hy- 
pocrisy, that must animate those who 
make such a charge, in the faceof the 


well-known fact that there is not a re-. 


publican spellbinder that does not ex- 
pect and demand pay for his efforts! © 

We should imagine that any man 
who sets himself up as the defender 
of high protection and as the cham- 
pion of the protected interests would 
consider his mouth closed; but not so 
Dalzell. He went in to butcher the 
reputation of an opponent, and he 
found that his own record would not 
stand the pressure place@on it. Gros- 
venor made an effort to come to the 
rescue of his party spokesman, and he 
came out of the fray in little better 
condition than the parliamentary wreck 
to whose aid he went. For General 
Grosvenor also has a record. Indeed, if 
memory is not at fault he has been de- 
scribed by the very man he is now 
supporting for president as a cham- 


pion of foul government and a dishon- . 


est politician. 

Yet, it should be borne in mind that 
the recent episode in the house in 
which Dalzell cut such a miserable and 
futile figure, differed from a hundred 
others only in the fact that the out- 
raged indignation of a gifted man 
gave wings to vituperation and invec- 
tive, bringing to the democratic side 
a new order of talent and a striking 
power of expression. Since John Sharp 
Williams has been the leader of the 
democratic minority, a moral victory 
has been won for his party as the re- 
sult of every parliamentary clash. All 
the skill lies with the democrats, as 
reference to The Congressional Record 
will show, and all that saves the re- 
publicaus is their elephantine ma- 
jority. 

But even that does not save them 
every time; it enables them to outvote 
the democrats, but it is far from mak- 
ing them secure in all directions. In 
the matter of argument they have 
been badly worsted on. several 
occasions; in short, they have 
been unable to escape from  po- 
sitions that circumstances make un- 
tenable, and they have more than once 
been compelled to abandon plans that 
they have formed. Where. they have 
matured plans and stuck to them, their 
methods are calculated to arouse the 
suspicions of the people, and it may 
be safely said that every scheme they 
have undertaken has been rendered 
futile, owing to the fact that they are 
now under the leadership of men who 
are in no sense great, and in no sense 
skillful. — 

Appreciating the essential weakness 
of their position, they are trying to 
avoid a debate on the _ subject 
of such trusts as are. carrying 
on business illegally. Perceiving 
their desire to run away from 
discussion, John Sharp Williams a 
little while ago introduced resolu- 
tions calling on the attorney general 
for information as to his failure to 
prosecute the coal trust and other 
trusts similar to the Northern Securi- 
ties Company, which was declared il- 
legal by the supreme court of the 
United States. The republican leaders, 
if any of them can be called leaders, 
thought they saw a way out of what is 
undoubtedly a difficulty. It was their 
intention to move that the resolutions 
of Mr. Williams lie on the table when 
he called them up, and it was their 
purpose to give as their reason the fact 
that the attorney general had written 
to the committee on the judiciary that 
it would be incompatible with the pub- 
lic interests for him to comply with 
the request. 

On reflection, however, the nepubli- 
cans saw that such a course as this 
would raise the whole issue and open 
up possibilities of debate that they 
were not prepared to meet; they were 
afraid to face the democratic leader; 
and so they conveyed to him the sug- 
gestion that the resolutions be passed 
without debate, since no member of 
the majority side was opposed to them. 
To this proposition Mr. Williams offer- 
ed no objection, but he did not prom- 
ise not to give his views on the matter 
later. Meanwhile, there can be no 
doubt that the republicans are virtu- 
ously in@ignant at the carelessness of 
their party associates on the judiciary 
committee, who permitted such a re- 
port to be authorized just at\this junc- 
ture, when the delectable party which 
has given every contributing interest 
an opportunity to skin the people, is 
trying to hide its head in the sand. 

The republican congressmen cannot 
afford to antagonize the resolutions of 
Mr. Williams, and they cannot afford 
to debate them. To oppose them

trusts which they 
clajm to be making is a fraud and a 
pretense, and yet to be placed in-the 
attitude of sending the resolutions to 
the attorney general is to admit that 
even the republican members of the 
house are convinced that the admin- 
istration has been remiss in its duty 
under the Northern Securities decision. 
The report and recommendation of the 
judiciary committee, which are the re- 
sult of the skilful tactics of John Sparp 
Williams, are well calculated to make 
th republicans have bad dreams. 
It has been shoWn, beyond ill 
question, that the tariff is so un- 
just and unequal :in its opera- 
tions that it enables protected 
manufacturers to sell their goods to 
foreigners in foreign markets at rat®s 
very much less than those our own 
people are compelled to pay. 

The republicans are entering the 
national campaign handicapped by 
facts and conditions that they cannot 
escape, and all that the democrats have 
to do to win the most notable victory 
in their history, is to get together, act 
together and vote together. 

As to Judicial Elections. 

Elsewhere The Constitution presents 
a strong communication from Hon. J. 
T. Hill, of Cordele, representative- 
elect from Dooly county, indorsing a 
recent editorial in these columns 
touching the election of judges in 
Georgia. 

That reforms are needed in the 
premises, we think Georgians are pret- 
ty well agreed. Certain it is that in 
the future the people cannot tolerate 
judicial elections followed by contests 
in which the contesting candidates 
chagge all manner of trickery and cor- 
ruption against each other. Such pro- 
ceedings are nothing less than a scan- 
dal upon the judiciary of the state, 
and, if continued, will inevitably not 
only degrade judicial dignity, but 
| break down public faith in the integri- 
ty of the bench. 

Of course, some allowance is to be 
made for the temper of the excellent 
gentlemen who, as judicial candidates, 
make these startling charges and coun- 
ter-charges after the primary. They 
are apt to see things in an exaggerated 
way, and to charge things that cannot 
be proven, If they do see such things, 


more’s the pity. 

Mr. Hill suggests a remedy—or a 
partial remedy. The question is of 
prime importance and» should enlist 
widespread discussion and the best 
thought of all good citizens of Geor- 
gia. Shall we take the judicial elec- 
tions away from the popular primaries, 
or shall we reform the present system 
of voting to minimize the ground for 
existing charges preferred after the 
primary by judicial candidates? If 
either, why and. how?

Harmony Should Be the Watchword. 

The democratic national convention 
is but two months off and by this 
time democratic sentiment is pretty 
well crystallized as to the man and the 
platform. It is enough to say that the 
presidential nominee of the party will 
be a conservative, and that its declara- 
tion of principles will be a renewal of 
allegiance to time-tried tenets of 
democracy. 

This does not imply a ‘“reorganiza- 
tion” of the democratic party. Not by 
any manner of means. It simply means 
the sawing off of. all platform dead 
wood, as past issues have become ob- 
solete or been discredited by time and 
circumstance, anda rigid adherence to 
living issues only. Surely the political 
enemy’s sins of omission and commis- 
sion afford an abundange of live ma- 
terial for a democratic platform, with- 
out harking back to the limbo of 
oblivion to declare a sentimental al- 
legiance that no longer exists. 

This is the majority view of the 
democratic party today, and what is 
democracy, if not the rule of the ma- 
jority? This majority view will pre- 
vail at St. Louis, but through the work 
of no faction and in the interest of no 
man’s ambition. The supremacy of 
the majority view may not come with- 
out friction and stubborn antagonism 
on the part of a dissenting minority. 
The democratic party was never a 
one-man party, nor has a party junta 
ever delivered it, bound, to one idea. 

What, then, if the majority view 
does not assert itself at St. Louis with- 
out a struggle between good demo- 
crats who have ideas? Their differ- 
ences are more technical than funda- 
menta], and there is nothing in the 
situation today that should militate 
against complete and enthusiastic 
democratic unity after the national 
convention of the party. True, the air 
at present is surcharged with rumblings 
which our friend, the enemy, mistakes 
for the first low growls of discord; 
but democrats would be republicans 
if they had no ideas to rumble. 

The care of all democrats at this 
time should be to keep any contending 
ideas within the bounds of tolerance 
and charity. Every democrat has a 
right to his opinion, a right to express 
it freely, and a right to fight for it 
within the party. But the war of ideas

Such be- 
ing the unwritten rule, the necessity of 
ante-convention moderation and tact 
must be recognized and observed.: 

The Constitution, as should all good 
democrats, deprecates the mischievous 
zealotry that makes itself the keeper 
of another’s democracy or that would 
challenge another’s right of party af- 
filiation, because, forsooth, he was once 
swept from his party moorings by the 
passions of the hour, so far as “‘regu- 
larity” is concerned. 

Take, for example, the case of the 
Hon. Bourke Cockran, of New York, 
today an Ajax of democracy on the 
floor of congress. Why ‘should any 
democrat seek to proscribe Mr. Cock- 
ran because of any past apostasy to 
the party because of his convictions 
on a passing issue? Mr. Cockran did 
not stand for one man, one vote; he 
stood for tens of thousands of men and 
tens of thousands of votes in and out- 
side of New York. He has returned to 
renew his fealty to his party, and what 
democrat has not a welcome for him? 
Can the democratic party hope to win 
the present campaign without the full 
support of the element represented by 
the eloquent congressman from New 
York? 

As for that host of southern demo- 
crats who, temporarily, left the party 
to espouse the more radical tenets of 
populism, what democrat would today 
seek to shut the party door in their 
faces? What democrat would not wel- 
come the open and avowed return of 
the Hon. Thomas E. Watson to the 
party of his fathers and the party of 
his heart? And- who, upon his return, 
would exact that he recant anything?

The Election of Judges. 

Editor Constitutiep—Your editorial in 
yesterday's paper on ‘“‘The Election of Our 
Judges’’ has been read with much inter- 
est. When the earnest citizen witnesses 
scenes that have occurred in campaigns 
for the judgeship of certain circuits, he 
naturally asks the question propounded 
by you, “What is the remedy."’ In one 
Georgia circuit the candidates for this of- 
fice resorted to the methods of Corbett 
and Jefferies to test their strength, In 
another the candidates used all the 
phrases of the modern Billingsgate. Not 
long since a candidate in one of the cir- 
cuits stated in my presence that “blocks 
of voters had approached him to know 
what would be his ruling in certain cases 
in the event of his election’’ and it re- 
mains to be seen what promises he may 
have made. All the methods of the ‘job’ 
hunter are adopted by candidates for 
these, the most important of all the po- 
sitions of trust in our state government. 
Hence not only the electorate, but the 
candidates themselves would have to be 
reformed under our present system. 

The unscrupulous candidate ‘goes af- 
ter’ the “floating vote.” This forces the 
candidate who possesses a higher sense 
of duty and citizenship to ‘meet. him.” 
The electorate cannot be reformed under 
present conditions in time to save Our 
judiciary, Some change must be had in 
the method of selecting our judges—not 
necessarily back to the general assembly, 
for the scenes in and around the capitol 
when they were elected by the general as- 
sembly are not yet forgotten. I believe in 
removing the selection of the judges of 
our superior courts as far from the people 
with whom they come in direct contact 
when presiding, as is possible, provided 
the eventual sovereignty of the people is 
left intact. In other words let there be 
no direct intercourse as to their election— 
make the route long, circuitous, but cer- 
tain and sure. 

I call your attention to the ,bill intro- 
duced by Senator Dennard, of the four- 
teenth district, during the session of 1900 
or 190!. It provided in brief that the su- 
preme court designate from three to five 
members of the bar from each circuit 
and from those so designated, the govern- 
or be required to appoint, subject to con- 
firmation by the senate. While the detalis 
of this plan may not have been fully de- 
veloped by the bill, yet there is merit in 
Senator Dennard’s plan. I sugest its con- 
sideration by ‘those interested.

The Modern Dance. 

Sunday, April 3, appeared something 
like two and a half columns under the 
headlines ‘“‘Rev. John E. Barnard on the 
Modern Dance. . . . Sermon Which 
Caused Much Comment.”’ 

After quoting from Exodus xxxii, 19, 
Deut. ix, 16, Rev. John E. Barnard, from 
a pulpit in a church of God, states: ‘“‘Who 
then can say there is no harm in dancing? 
When the Lord aad says that his 
people had sinned against Him by engaég- 
ing in the dance.”’ 

There is no record of the Lord having 
made such a statement or ever said or 
thought dancing was a_ sin. In Deut. 
ix, 21, “And I took your sin, the calf 
which ye had made, and burned it with 
fire and stamped it and ground it very 
small, even until it was as small as dust, 
and I cast the dust thereof into the brook 
that descended out of the mount.” There 
are many references made throughout 
the Bible to the breaking of the tables, 
but Deut: ix, 21 points out the only sin 
ever mentioned by any writer in the 
Bible. Dancing is used throughout the 
divine writings as a mark of rejoicing and 
praise and not as comparison with the 
sin of Eve (or any other sin), who did 
not “‘seem,”’ but did Know she was break- 
ing God’s commandment, “Thou shalt not 
eat of jt.’’ 

Let me quote some of God's holy words 


(on dancing), even if Rev. Barnard does 
Say, “Simply because the Bible speaks 
(or God) of a thing is no reason why it 
favors that thing.”’ 

Exodus xv, 20-21, an@ “Miriam, the 
prophetess, the sister of Aaron, took a 
timbre) in her hands and all the women 
went out after her with timbrels and with 
dances and Miriam answered them. Sing 
ye to the Lord, for He hath triumphed 
gloriously, the horse and his rider hath 
He tbrown into the sea.” First Samuel, 
xxl, 11, “And the servants of Achish said 
unto him, ‘is not this David, the king of 
the land?’ did they not sing one to an- 
Other of him In dances?’ First Samuel, 
xviii, “When David was returned the 
women came out of al] cities of Israel 
singing and dancing to meet King Saul 
with tabrets, with joy and with instru- 
ments of music.” Psalms xxx, I!, ‘“‘Thou 
hast turned for me my morning into 
dancing and girded me with gladness.” 
Psalms cxlix, 3, “Let them praise his 
name in the dance.”” Psalms cl, 4, ‘‘Praise 
Him with the timbrel and dance, praise 
Him with stringed instruments and or- 
gans.”’ 

We are told of the Lord’s annual feast 
at Shilloh, where he had 400 virgins who 
danced (Judges, xxi and afterwards be- 
came the wives of Benjaminites. 

Second Samuel, vi, 14, “And. David 
danced before the Lord with all his might. 
‘ Michah, Saul’s daughter, looked 
through the window and saw David leap- 
ing and dancing before the Lord.” 

The Rev. Barnard gives the cause of 
John the Baptist’s death in these words: 
“It was the shameful ang hellish sin of 
dancing.”” Notwithstanding the request 
for his head was made by a person not 
even present and said requést was simply 
delivered by a child or virgin in her name 
who had danced. Again the Rev. Barn- 
ard says, “When a professed Christian 
engages in the dance they side with the 
enemies of God and publish to the world. 
We believe it is right to engage in that 
which results in the murder of Baptist 
ministers or any other minister who 
points sinners to the Christ the Savior of 
sinners.”’

Three Corporation Returns with 
Figures Too Low 


- Atlantic and Birmingham Reduces 
Tts Franchise Return by $31,000. 
2 Brunswick and Birming- 
ham and W. and T. 
Also Reduced. 


Comptroller Genera] W. A. Wright has 
@emanded increases in the returns of 
three corporations which reached him yes- 
terday. These are the returns of the At- 
lantic and, Birmingham, the Brunswick 
and P&mingham and the Wrightsville 
and Tennille railroad companies. 

The Atlantic and Birmingham since the 
last returns were made has absorbed the 
Tifton and Northeastern and the Tifton, 
Thomasville and Gulf railroads. The to- 
fT franchise returns of these three lines 
this year is $215,000, as against $246,000 
in 1903. The Aflantic and Birmingham, 
however, gives an increase in its returns 
of physical property, these being this 
year $1,152,500, as against $1,055,636 in 
1903. This increase is accounted for by 
the fact that the company has purchased 
a number of new engines and considerable 
more rolling stock. ComptroUer General 
Wright has written to President George 
Dole Wadley, of this line, insisting on an 
increase of the franchise figures to those 
of last. year. 

In the case of the Brunswick and Bir- 
mingham the same returns as tirose of 
last year were made for physical prop- 
erty, while the franchise was reduced 
from $30,000 to $18,000. This company 
states that it has 30 miles less of track 
than_last year. The comptroller general 
has written for an explanation of the de- 
creased mileage and has also demanded 
that the franchise figures be increased to 
those given in last year. 

In the case of the Wrightsville and 
Tennille the franchise was returned the 
game as ljast year, at $65,000, but there 
was a decrease of $35,000 in the returns 
of tangible property. The comptroller 
general has also demanded in this case 
that the values of last year must be main- 
tained. 

In practically all of these cases the 
valuations were fixed last year by arbi- 
tration and the comptraller general does 
not propose to permit them to be reduced. 

He has also learned from the report of 
the railroad commission that all of these 
companies have largely increased their 
earnings over the previous year, and if 
anything, he thinks the returns should 
show considerable increase.

Policémen can no longer say what bond 
they desire for any person they may 
arrest. 

An ordinance, introduced by Council- 
man Hilburn, was read to the members 
of the police force at the different 
watches yesterday and is now in effect. 
Instead of the, arresting officer saying 
what cash bond shall be assessed, this 
new rule allows the ranking officer at 
headquarters to say what amount shall 
be put up by the prisoner. 

The ordinance was introduced at the 
Tequest of the members of the board of 
police commissioners, some of whom 
claim that excessive bonag were asked 
by members of the force when they were 
not necessary. 

Hgretofore members of the force mak- 
ing an arrest, and being thoroughly fa- 
miliar with the facts in the case, know- 
ing exactly how serious it is and whether 
the prisoner should be ‘held or not, have 
saiq what amount should be put up. 
Under the new ordinance the chief of 
police, a captain, or sergeant, not know- 
ing anything of the particulars of the 
arrest, may take whatever bond they 
In 
many cases this will allow a defendant 
with a bad case against him to be re- 
leased on a small collateral, be allowed 
to forfeit ij and then skip town to avoli 
further prosecution. 

It is claimed by some of the members 
of the force that they are the best 
judges of the merits of the case, know- 
ing all of the facts concerned, and that 
they should be allowed to say what 
amount of money should be deposited 
by the prisoner. . 


RECKLESS DRIVER ARRESTED. 


Henry Stevens, a Negro, Cursed Po- 
liceman and Is Finally 
Locked Up. 

After dodging members of the police 
force for the past three weeks. Henry 
Stevens, a negro driver of a mail wagon, 
who cursed Patrolman Hooten and drove 
In a reckless manner over the viaduct, 
was arrested at 12 o’clock last night by 

Patrolman Pate. 

Stevens was drunk at the time of Ws 
arrest and on a street car. At police 
barracks he was charged’ with being 
drunk and reckless driving and a cash 
collateral of $200 was required for his 
release, 

Stevens is said to have drivén over the 
Whitehal! viaduct in a reckless manner 
and when told to stop cursed Patrolman 
Hooten Since that time he has re- 
mained on one of the Uniteq States mat! 
wagons most of his time, even sleeping 
at the postoffice to avoid arrest. 

The case will be heard by Judge 
Broyles this morning.

This. however, is 
not the case: the stem bends under the 
weight of the fruit, and this brings 
into directly the opposition position, with 
the large end of the stalk up and t 
fringes pointing toward. the Sun. 

A word of explanation concerning some 
banana terms. Each banana is called a 
‘‘finger.”’ and each stalk is called a 
“hand: the quality ang value of each 
bunch depend on the number of hands it 
has. Some may wonder how the fruit 
is cut from the top of a plant !5 feet 
from the ground. The native laborers 
cut the stalk part way up ‘ts height; the 
weight of the fruit the Stalk to
